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This is a decision on the petition filed January 23, 2006, 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.137 (b) 1 , to revive the above-identified 
application . 

The above-identified application became abandoned due to the 
September 28, 2005 decision of the Board for Patent Appeals and 
Interferences which upheld the Examiner's rejections. 
Accordingly, the above-identified application became abandoned on 
November 29, 2005, the expiration of the period for seeking 
judicial review of this decision 2 .
